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Sidewall u- 

The  matter  of  sidewalks  came  up  before 
the  Town  Committee  at  the  late  meeting, 
and  occupied  considerable  time.  A  citizen 
appeared  and  made  complaint  in  reference 
to  the  condition  of  the  sidewalk  in  front  of 
Cadmus*  bakery,  on  Bloomfield  avenue,  al¬ 
leging  that  a  lady  had  on  a  recent  evening 
met  with  a  serious  fallen  consequence.  It 
appeared,  from  the  discussion,  that  the  Es¬ 
sex  Hoad  Board,  in  their  operations,  had 
neglected  to  complete  the  grading  of  the 
sidewalk  at  this  place,  at  the  request  of  the 
property  owner.  Under  the  sidewalk  there 
is  a  coal- vault, arched  over  with  brick,  which 
must  necessarily  be  broken  into  in  order  to 
lower  the  walk  to  its  proper  gTade.  It  also 
*  appeared  that  the  Township  Clerk  had  seve¬ 
ral  weeks  since  sent  a  written  communica¬ 
tion  to  the  Road  Board,  asking  them  to  fin¬ 
ish  the  sidewalk.  Another  notice  was  order¬ 
ed  to  be  sent  at  once,  and  there  seemed  to 
be  a  determnation,  on  the  part  of  the  Town 
Committee,  to  have  this  affair  attended  to 
as  soon  as  possible. 

Complaint  was  also  made,  through  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Town  Committee,  Mr.  Richards,  j 
in  reference  to  the  sidewalk  at  a  certain 
point  on  Franklin  street,  where  the  flagging 
had  been  iaken  up  and  earth  removed  to  en¬ 
able  propert}'  owners  to  get  to  their  pro 
raises  with  vehicles,  having  been  prevented 
from  so  doing  by  the  cutting  down  of  the 
street.  The  road  committee  were  author¬ 
ized  to  remedy  this  source  of  annoyance  and 
danger  to  persons  n.sing  the  side  walk. 

Another  member,  Mr.  Unangst,  stated 
that  the  Glenwood  avenue  flagging,  owing 
to  the  settling  of  the  embankment,  was  in 
need  of  repairs,  and  its  condition  had  been 
“noticed"  in  the  village  newspaper.  After 
some  discussion,  Mr.  Sanxay  offered  the 
following  resolution  in  regard  to  it,  which 
was  adopted: 

Whereas,  The  side  walk  on  the  westerly 
side  of  Glenwood  avenue,  between  Wash¬ 
ington  street  and  tho  1).  L.  A  W.  Depot, 
needs  repairs  to  put  the  same  in  a  proper 
traveling  condition.  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  property  owners  be¬ 
fore  whose  property  the  said  sidewalk  is  laid 
are  hereby  directed  to  repair  and  put  the 
same -in  good  and  proper  condition,  before 
the  expiration  of  twenty  days  from-  date, 
or  the  same  will  be  done  by  the  Township 
Committee  at  the  expense  of  the  said  pro¬ 
perty  ow  ners. 

The  action  taken  as  above,  if  promptly 
put  in  practice,  wdll  materially  advance  tho 
comfort  of  pedestriaus,  but  there  are  other 
places  scattered  about  the  town,  that  need 
•fixing.  The  cutting  down  of  Broad  street, 
while  it  will  unquestionably  insure  us 
agRinst  a  water-logged  and  ice-bound  side¬ 
walk  on  a  portion  of  that  street,  will,  when 
wintry  weather  comes,  afford  some  “slippe¬ 
ry  scenes"  near  the  Post  Office,  assuming, 
as  a  matter  of  fate,  lhat  the  sidewalk  on 
both  sides  is  to  be  in  its  present  elevated 
state  for  an  iudefinate  period  hi  the  future. 

If  it  is  to  remain  so,  several  additional  step- 
ladders  will  be  needed  in  that  vicinity,  to 
enable  people  safely  and  conveniently  to  get 
from  one  side  of  the  street  to  the  other. 
We  rejoice  that  s^>  much  has  been  done, 
however,  iu  supplying  the  street  corners  i 
with  good  stone  cross-walks;  no  doubt  they 
will  be  appreciated  the  coming  winter  and 
spring.  In  recalling  the  condition  of  affairs 
at  the  Centre  last  winter,  and  comparing  it 
with  what  we  have  nowr,  one  can  but  be 
impressed  with  the  fact  that  there  has  been 
something  done  in  the  way  of  progress. 


Sunday  School  Reception 

Mr.  Jacob  F.  Randolph,  the  retiring  Su¬ 
perintendent  of  the  Sunday  School  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  was  the  recipient 
of  a  pleasing  testimonial  on  Monday  e\e- 
ning  last  in  the  Lecture  Room. 

Tbo  teachers  and  scholars  and  many 
friends  of  the  school  were  present  to  tes¬ 
tify  their  affection  for  him.  The  seats  in  the 
bo.dv  of  the  room  had  been  removed  to  g«'e 
more  freedom  in  motion,  and  tho  school, 
while -engaged  in  singing,  were  suddenly 
apprized  of  the  entrance  of  Mr.  Randolph, 
who  was  ushered  in  by  Messrs.  ^  yraan  and 
Barrett  and  conducted  to  a  seat  in  front  of 
the  platform,  which  was  canopied  w'ith  ev- 
ergreeB  and  surrounded  with  flowers  ,  this 
was  a  signal  for  demonstrations  ci  applause. 

The  new  Superintendent,  Mr.  T.  H. 
Ward,  then  stepped  forward  and  in  a  neat 
address  in  which  he  recounted  the  services 
of  Mr.  Randolph,  gave  expression  to  the 
deep  and  heartfelt  love  for  him,  speaking 
not  only  for  himself,  but  for  every  teacher 
and  scholar  of  the  school.  He  closed  by 
presenting  him  with  a  beautiful  copy  of  ti*e 
Bible,  upon  the  cover  of  which  was  in¬ 
scribed  :  “  Our  Superintendent — d8G8 — 
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Mr.  Randolph  was  deeply  affected,  and 
his  remarks  in  reply  were  tinged  with  sad*, 
ness  as  he  traced  his  connection  w  ith  the 
school  for  over  a  third  of  a  century,  and 
now  only  two  remain  with  the  school  who 
wrero  here  when  he  first  joined  it.  While 
he  loved  the  school  so  much,  and  had  sought 
to  promote  its  welfare,  still,  in  looking  back, 
hit  great  wish  was  that  he  had  been  more 
devoted  to  the  Sunday  School  work,  it  was 
so  great,  demanding  the  entire  consecration 
of  all  engaged  in  it.

Among 
them  lie  hud  at  home  two  pictures  presented 
by  tho  school,  and  whenever  he  looked  upon 
them  the  teachers  and  scholars  appear  to 
cluster  about  him,  their  dear,  loving  faces 
cheering  and  filling  his  heart  with  joy.  And 
now  this  Bible,  always  an  appropriate  gift, 
should  be  cherished  among  the  choicest 
treasures.  As  he  closed  there  were  tearful 
eyes,  and  the  applause  was  followed  by  such 
a  hand-shaking,  with  expressions  of  affec¬ 
tion  as  was  joyous  to  witness.

He  alluded  pleasantly  to  the  demonstrations 
of  love,  particularly  by  the  little  girls  who 
had  crowded  around  Mr.  Randolph,  salut¬ 
ing  him  with  kisses,  and  referred  to  the 
many  kind  attentions  he  had  received  from 
Mr.  R.  and  the  members  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  ever  since  he  had  lived  in  the  town, 
and  took  great  pleasure  in  joining  in  this
